"This dress in the maga- 
ine — where can I buy it? 

What's the rule on matching 
accessories? How can I se­ 
lect a high-fashion eoat that 
will look smart for at least 
three years?"

Answering questions like 
Ihese is all in the day's work 
for the staff of Glamour, one 
of America's largest circula­ 
tion fashion magazines.

Some questions, of course, 
recur more often than oth­ 
ers. Here are 10 of the most 
typical, with answers by 
Ann Campion, Glamour's 
fashion editor.

UNDER 5'2"
Q—All of ther.e flared 

skirts and loose fitting 
clothes are fine for tall girls 
but what about the ones un­ 
der 5'2"?

A—Make sure clothes fit 
neatly at bosom and hip and 
don't overdo bulky sweaters.

Q—How should a person 
with a small bosom and not- 
too-petite hips dress?

A—In this year's "wander­ 
ing waistline" dresses, with 
flared or full skirts. 

COATS
Q—How can I get a high- 

fashion coat? My coats must 
last a good three years!

A—High fashion c a n be 
both basic and practical, if it 
is well chosen. The best way 
lo assure that your coat will 
look great three years from 
now is to make sure that 
it looks great the first (and 
most important) year. Look 
lor non-faddy newness; avoid 
the too-safe along with the 
too-extreme. Whatever 
your budget, you should al­ 
ways buy fashion — never 
just clothes.

Q—I like separates and 
casual clothes, but want 
something more sophisticat­ 
ed than the schoolgirl look.

A—Wear the same sort of 
thing you wore in school— 
only look for better fit, more 
chic and sublety In fabric 
and color, and above all, bet* 
ter maching of separates. 
The parts of an outfit should 
look made for each other, not 
for everything. For a look 
of sophistication, top sweat­ 
ers and jeraeys with bold 
jewelry or big paisley 
scarves.

BLACK
Q—I love black but it does 

not love me — how can 1 
make it do more for me?

A—For one thing, don't 
wear it to death. Many wom­ 
en rob black of its subtle 
allure by regarding it as a 
"safe" fashion choice to be 
worn like a uniform. When 
you do wear black, accessor­ 
ize it imaginatively. Forget 
black with pearls for a good 
long while. Contrary to pop­ 
ular myth, black isn't an 
ideal foil for every skin: if it 
isn't for yours, steer away 
from high-necked, long- 
sleeved black dresses (or ap­ 
ply camouflage in the form 
of a brilliant scarf at the 
neckline).

Q—What's the rule on ac­ 
cessories? Must the bag and 
•hoes match, or should all 
accessories match for a real­ 
ly smart look?

A—No, bag and shoes 
need not match in color or 
texture—though they must 
be related. (Its fine to wear 
a fur or imitation fur bag 
with leather shoes, not fine 
to wear a velvet bag with 
lizard stacked-heel pumps.) 
As for the question of how 
many matching accessories 
to have, Glamour editors 
agree that two is company 
and three definitely a crowd 
for a smart ensemble. 

COLOR
Q—Can you give me some 

Ideas in color combinations? 
I'm tired of the same old

white blouse and black call 
ihoes.

A—Instead of "safe" black 
calf, try the newest neutral, 
wine-red lizard- shoes. They 
can go with black, navy 
camel, red, pink, green, 
white, gold—to name a few. 
For some fresh, good-looking 
:olor combinations, try cam­ 

el with gray, tangerine with 
gray, azure blue with earth 
brown, red with brown, pink 
with green.

Q—How can I pick clothes 
that will be a hit at the of- 
Fice without attracting the 
boss' glare?

A—The clothes you want 
stand out, but don't show 
off. Tf bright colors am 
frowned on at your place of 
work, take your fashion 
news in the silhouette in­ 
stead. Dress for the office 
as you would for an impor­ 
tant luncheon.

AFTER FIVE
Q—How can I look my 

best after five without 
spending a fortunt?

A—Keep occasion in mind: 
there's no such thing as the 
all-purpose basic dress. Some 
fabrics, of course, are more 
versatile than others: crepe 
is one of them. Black crepe 
is a lime honored standby, 
but this year's pastel crepes 
are news, can be worn as 
effectively in mid-winter as 
on a spring or summer eve.

Silks in strong, clear col­ 
ors know no season, and a 
silk and wool weave can br> 
worn during the day and OP 
into evening. Avoid over-a< 
cessorizing: if a fabric is rich 
lokoing, it needs little in tin- 
way of costume jewelry glii 
ter to enhance it. Taboo, 
plastic shoes and plastic 
peek-a-boo bags.

Unfor­ 
tunately, with the exception 
of those delays caused by 
retardation, it is often diffi­ 
cult to pin-point the cause 
of failure.

Satisfactory adjustment to 
living in this complex mod­ 
ern civilization requires ef­ 
fective reading. Our world is 
a reading world. It is diffi­ 
cult to discover any activity, 
whether in school, in busi­ 
ness, even in recreational 
pursuits and daily life, that 
does not require reading in 
order to do it well. Reading 
is an idispensable mode of 
communications.
